— Kentucky 
waa healthier last year than the av- 
erage of the thirty-right stales in- 
cluded in the registration area of 
the United States Bureau, it is show , 
by a report of the Bureau made pub- 
lic here today by the State Board of 
Health which gives Kentucky's death 
rate for the year as 10.6, while tha 
average for the thirty-eight states 
was 11.3, a difference of .8 in Ken- 
tucky's favor.

I Wish to emphasise strongly my bitter abhorrence of

They are grounded in my primary 
viewa of government and the dual form aa we have it in the 
i 'ul t.-d States. 

There are two views of government abroad in our land. The 
exponents of both are honest and trustworthy. Ot e view bolda to 
a strong centralited government which concentratt-a the power of 
govermci tal and political life in our national capitol. The other 
believe* in local self-government, allowing a community 
and atate to enact the major lawa under which they live, I 
themselves responsible to local and atate tribunals.

That 
haa been carried out on two different ocraaioi.a. The jailers of 
Woodford and Bourbon counties have been removed by (Gov- 
ernor Morrow for allowing a priaoner to be 
Vkhat would the f ederal Covernn.enl do in th a 
Oyer Bill? The act of the federal Government in enteni g pro- 
ceed.nga against a county or elate in connection w.th a lynching 
ffajaj would a-oui* sectional and community anugoi ism that couu 
not be relieved by any reasonable process of education.

Another important reason why I oppose tne lynching bill as 
it stands at present that it desgnaU-k lynching and does not 
include other forms of crime, like the Herron massacre in Illi- 
notae, and the race riots that have occurred In a number of cities. 
The mil oi ly applies to lynching where the party lynched has been 
apprehended or ia being aoLght for a crime. It makes no pro- 
vision to cooperate with the atate or the county in taking care 
of ai y othe- urn peskable crimes that take place iu the United 
Statea. I could mention a single c.ty in America wnei 
murderera have got* unpunished, or with only a farcial 
at punishment, than all the lynchu ga of the country, and that 
doea rot lessen my abhorrence of the lynching. America's record 
is not made bad solely th u her lynch nga, but thru her failure 
thr jout the r ation to puniah crime in general. A woman in Phil- 
adelphia deliberately blew out the brains of her huaband and 
another woman just becsuae of suspicion, and she waa declared 
not guilty by the court. The decision of the court might have 
been correct, but a double murder was registered to the credit of 
the United Slates. Until the Dyer Bill is expanded to In- 
clude types of crime that do not altogether approximate, but are 
approaching, lynchii g in their hideousneas, I am oppoted to it. 

The sentiment of the bill seems more to attack a state than 
the pecple committing the crime, and I am not ready to ssy 
that the officials of si y atate in the Union endorse lynching at 
a system.
